MacLean’s antecedents show that he is ec- 
eentric, and addicted todrink. Before the 
beginning of business in the stock exchange 
this morning all the members‘in the room 
sang, ‘God Save the Queen.”’ It appears that

worse result. There are various accounts 
as to whether his arm was struck while firing 
or after he had fired. The police evidence at 
the examination, which the prisoner tried to 
shake by cross-examination, went to prove 
that he fired straight at the carriage, and not 
at the wheels, as he alleged.

CONGRATULATIONS FROM AMERICA. 

Wasuineton, March 3.—The following is a 
copy of the telegram sent by the secretary of 
state to Mr. Lowell to-day: The president 
and the people of the United States congratu- 
late her majesty on having been providen- 
tially protected from the assassin. Remember- 
ing the sympathy of her majesty and the 
British people in our own recent national be- 
reavement, the feeling of indignation and 
thankfulness for the queen's safety is deep 
and universal. 

Lonpon, March 3.—United States Minister 
Lowell has tendered to the queen the congrat- 
ulations of the American nation.

Both necks were broken in the fall. No strug- 
gle was noticed. The bodies were cut down 
in thirty minutes. Jones's family sent for his 
remains, and Miller’s were given to the phy- 


sicians.

THREE TFOUBLED STATES: 


The Question of Re-Appointment—Settling a State 
Debt—Charges of Corruption. 

GALVESTON, Texas, March 3.—An Austin 
special says that Governor Roberts yesterday 
issued a call for a special session of the legisla- 
ture.to assemble on April 6th for the purpose 
of reapportioning the state into congressional 
districts, and also into senatorial and legisla- 
tive districts, and to provide for the replacing 
of the state capitol recently destroyed by tire.

DUN’S WEEKLY REPORT. 


An American Fallure From the Union Generalle. 

New York, March 3.—Messrs. R. G. Dun & 
Co’s. mercantile agency report business fail- 
ures of the week throughout the country of 
137 against 128 last week. The eastern states 
furnishes 11; the western, 45; the southern, 
39; the middle, 99; the _ Pacific 
coast and _ territories 6; and New 
York, 7; total, 137. In the city of New 
York the most important failure is that of 
Cazade, Brooks & Reynold. who have liabili- 
ties of several hundred thousand dollars, 
mostly abroad. This disaster is said to have 
been caused remotely by the collapse of the 
Union Generale of Paris, and the contraction 
of *continental banking facilities resulting 
therefrom.

The senate, however, agreed to 
increase this item from $75,000 to 
$150,000, but on going back ito 
the house it met with a denial. 
The indications are that until Mr. Howe 
comes down off his throne and talks a little 
more freely concerning the needs of his de- 
partment, he will get very little comfort. 
THE FAST MAIL. 

Superintendent Thompson continues to 
talk hopeful of renewing the fast mail facili- 
ties, until recently enjoyed by Atlanta. An 
early spring may hasten the restoration ofthe 
old voute. Petitions for it come in from At- 
lanta and points between there and New Or- 
leans. To them the new coast route makes 
the fast mail practically a day later than it 
was when it came by Charlotte. Mr. Thomp- 
son expresses the fear that congress 
will not furnish the money necessary 
to the perfection of a good 
fast mail system. The dissatisfaction 
felt with the department is affecting,of course, 
all its interests, but the great demand for im- 
proved fast mail facilities for the south. 

SENATOR HILL MISSED.

GEORGIA IN THE CAPITAL. 


Mr. Stephens Denies the Rumor Seat Out by Colone 
Farrow. 

WasaIncton, March 3.— [Special.]— To- 
night I read to Mr. Stephens, Colonel Farrow’s 
letter in Thursday’s Constitution, and the 
editorial comments thereon.

statement in the letter that Governor Col- 
quitt had tendered him the nomination of a 
certain combition for the governorship, he 
said: ‘I don’t likethat.

I have no idea by what 
authority. It may all have come from the 
simple fact that Governor Colquitt paid mea 
friendly visit while in Washington recently.’ 

‘There is, then, no authority for the report 
as given out in the letter,’’ I asked. 

‘‘None whatever,’’ was the reply. ‘It re- 
minds me of the remark of gsBachanan when 
some alleged reports of secret diplomatic con- 
ferences were published. He said, ‘our peo- 
ple are very fond of guessing.’ "’

THE STAR ROUTE PROSECUTION. 


A Long Bill of Iudictment—Promotion for Hinsdale 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—Assistant Attorney 
General Keer has completed the preparaticn 
of the indictments in all the Star route cases 
so far as considered by the grand jury. There 
are seventeen of these’ indictments. 
Fourteen of them have already 
been indorsed by the grand = jury 
as true bills. The remainder, which include 
those against Brady. will be presented in 
court to-morrow. ‘The indictment against 
Brady, Dorsey, et al., is a most voluminous 
document, and contains one of the largest 
counts ever prepared. This count exceeds iu 
lenzth any in the famous Tweed cases in New 
York, which were somewhat remarkable in 
that respect. It contains one hundred special 
allegations of fraudulent acts, and covers 
transactions in twenty-one post routes. 
HINSDALE FOR HAWAII. 

It is understood that President Arthur has 
under consideration the appointment of P. R. 
Hinsdale, of Hiram college, Garfield’s old 
friend, tothe mission to Hawaii. It is claimed 
that he will do this or give Hinsdale some 
other place equally as good because President 
Garfield promised him an appointment, 
although he never, as far as is known, indi- 
cated what it would be. It is not thought 
now that ex-Congressman Monroe, of Ohio, 
will get a place in the consular service, but 
that John Wilson will be transferred to a more 
congenial place from Panama; thet Mobion 
Chance will get a consulate, and that this, 
with Hawaii or some other mission for Hins- 
dale will fill the quota for Ohio.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA SCHOOLS. 


The LaSalle Celebration—Big Sums Asked for the 
Mississippi. 
THE SENATE. 

WasnHInton, March 3.—Mr. Butler present- 
ed and read at length, and explained a memo- 
rial from the bench, bar, executive officers, 
commercial boards, professors of colleges, 
journalists and others, numbering in all 1,200 
citizens of South Carolina, for national aid 
for the education of the youth of that state, 
and in supportof his bill on the subject he 
said the state had the frame work of as good 
a free school system as any in the union, but 
the great dithiculty in the wayof realizing all 
that was desired from that system was in the 
wantot money,and it would be agreat hardship 
to tax the people for school purposes more 
than they were now taxed. He denied that 
the assessments for taxation in South Carolina 
were: less than were warranted by the value 
of property, and brietly advocated the neces- 
sity of the desired legisiation. Referred.

Mr. Hoar, from the committee on library, 
reported adversely upon the petitions of the 
Wisconsin geographical and Chicago histori- 
cal societies for a congressional committee to 
attend the celebration at New Orleans on 
April 9, of the discovery of the mouth of the 
Mississippi by LaSalle. The committee, in 
their report, which was read, say the event to 
be commemorated is of great historical inter- 
est, and eminently worthy of recognition, 
but they think that congressmen ought not to 
be required to absent themselves from the ses- 
sions at a time when the public business 
urgently demands their presence. The re- 
commendation of the -committee was 
agreed to. ' 

An order f-r adjournment from to-day un- 
til Monday, was adopted. A bill to author- 
ize the completion and printing of a naval 
documentary history of the war of the rebel- 
lion, introduced and reported by Mr. An- 
thony, came up in the order of the calendar 
and passed. The senate bill to amend sec- 
tion 4,458 of the revised statute relating to 
license fees of officers of steam vessels was 
passed. It reduces the charge for certifi- 
cate of license of masters, engineers, pilots 
and mates of steam vessels to fifty cents each 
instead of tive dollars. The senate bill cre- 
ating a joint committee to provide for the 
erection of a statute to Chief Justice Mar 
shall in. Washington was taken up and 
passed. 

THE CHINESE BILL. 

The discussion of the Chinese bill was re- 
sumed at 1:45 and Farley continued and con- 
cluded his remarks, after which the debate 
took a colloqual turn for a time, several sena- 
tors participating. The discussion lasted until 
4:15 when an extra session was moved, it be- 
coming evident from the number of speakers 
and amendinents that the bill couid not be 
concluded to-day. The friends of the bill, 
howe \« I’, endeavored to ivree a yote but fail- 
ed, and the biil went over till Monday. After 
a brief extra session, the senate adjourned 
till Monday.

Mr. O'Neill, of Pennsylvania, presented a 
resolution of the tobacco board of trade of 
Philadelphia, asking that congress either pass 
promptly a Dill for the abolition of the tax 
on tobacco and cigars, or agree to a joint reso- 
lution to the effect that it is unwise to tamper 
with the tax during the present congress. 
Referred. Alsoa resolution of the Philadel- 
phia beard of marine underwriters in favor 
of a bill putting the signal service of the 
army on a government basis. Referred. 

ANOTHER MISSISSIPPI SCHEME. 

Mr. Gibson, of Louisiana, introduced a bill 
making appropriations for the construction, 
repair, completion and preservation of cer- 
tain works on the Mississippi river in accord- 
ance with the recommendation, plans, etc., 
of the Mississippi river commission. Re- 
ferred. It makes an appropriation of $2,113,- 
000 for the initial work for contracting the 
channel and protecting caving banks in six 
reaches of the river, constituting a length 
of 181 miles, namely, the New Madrid reach, 
40 miles; the Plum Point reach, 30 miles; the 
Memphis reach, 16 miles; the Helena reach, 
30 miles; Choctaw bend, 35 miles, and Lake 
Providence reach, 30 miles. It also appro- 
priates $2,500,000 for building and repairing 
the levees and closing the gaps of levees, and 
$500,000 for the rectification of the Atchafa- 
laya and the mouth of Red river. 

On motion of Mr. Richardson, of New York, 
a bill was passed reducing the license fees of 
masters, chief engineers and first-class pilots 
of steam vessels from ten dollars to one dol- 
lar and a half, and that of chief, mates, 
engineers and pilots of inferior grade from 
five dollars to seventy-five cents. At the con- 
clusion of the morning hour, devoted to the 
report of private bitis, the house at 12:45 went 
into committee of the whole, Mr. Belford, of 
Colorado, in the chair, on the private calen- 
dar. At 3:45 the committee rose and the 
house two or three private relief bilis. 
The committee on foreign affairs was accorded 
leave to sit during the sessions of the house in 
order to carry on its investigation on the sub- 
ject of Chili and Peru correspondence.

With a shamelessness 
beyond precedent in the political history of 
this or any otherstate he rests his whole case 
upon an appeal to dead-beats and criminals, 
It is clearly the duty of every citizen of the 
state to pay his poll tax. The public schools 
are in part sustained by this poll tax, and if it 
is not paid free education must to that extent 
cease in Georgia. Itis only fair and just that 
no man who fails to pay his tax for the edu- 
cation of poor children should be debarred 
the privilege of voting. 

DR. FELTON'’S MAIN PLANK, 

The main plank in Dr. Felton’s platform is 
that the dead beat or vagrant who is too 
worthless or avaricious to pay this particular 
tax for the education of poor children must be 
allowed to vote anyhow, and the refusal of a 
just and proper law to allow him to vote un- 
til he has discharged this sacred obligation he 
calls an obstruction of the free ballot. This 
is why I say that he appeals to the vagrants 
of the country for his support. What honest 
and respectable man ig there in the state of 
Georgia that wants to join a party, the sole 
provision of which is to protect him from the 
payment of a dollar per annum for the edu- 
cation of the poor children, white and black, 
of his native state? 

As to his appeal to the criminals, that is 
the wickedest and most dangerous thing that 
the annals of our state willsbow. He delib- 
erately assaults the judiciary of our state, 
assaults every juryman who sits in the jury 
box, denounces the whole system of justice 
in the interests of a few criminals. By this 
course he deliberately forfeits all hope of com- 
manding the support of anyfrespectable man, 
white or black, and bases his claims to office 
upon the votes of criminals. 

A SHALLOW CLAIM, 

To show how shallow this claim is I will 
state that three-fourths of the persons now in 
the penitentiary of the state are there be- 
cause of crimes committed on _ colored 
people. The system of justice as devised: by 
our constitution and as administered by our 
judges and juries is intended for the protec- 
tion of blacks as well as the whites, and in- 
deed because of their weakness it is more es- 
sential as a potection for the blacks than the 
whites. Why, even the very case of the col- 
ored girl that he alludes to was a crime com- 
mitted against a poor, defenseless negro, and 
the family of that and every reputable negro 
in the state is as deeply interested in the fair 
and just enforcement of the law as the white 
people, and it isonly those who sympathize 
with crime that Dr. Felton can count upon.”’ 

‘These are very hard words.”’ 

“But they are deserved. Dr. Felton’s 
course since the Markham louse conference 
could have but one effect, and that is to de 
moralize public sentiment, to discredit law 
and order, to unjustly blacken the name of 
the state and to encourage criminals. It is 
worse than if he were to become a highway 
robber himself.

But all this array of 
Griffin's most enterprising people did not 
leave the home of their nativity because At- 
lanta was a better place, but simply because 
they had acommendable pride in Georgia’s 
chief city, so they divided their interests and 
went to Atlanta. This shows just how thor- 
oughly patriotic a Griffin man can be when 
he tries very hard. 

And now a closing point to show why 
Griftin isn’t in reality the real Atlanta. A 
great many years ago when the surveys of 
the Georgia and West Point railroads were 
made, the theodolites all pointed to Griffin, 
the routes were here and the roads 
would have been built here but for the fogy- 
ism of some of our neighbors. Pike 
county became frightened at so many rail- 
roads, elected her representative to the legis- 
lature who voted to kill the charter and 
succeeded, In order to get ahead of the rail- 
roads some of our wealthy citizens spent 
$100,000 to build a magnificent plank read 
from here to Flat Shoals, which lasted many 
years; but finally wore out. Atlanta is now 
simply Griftin’s railroad station.

Showing that the Ancient Institution is Fiourishing 
Like the Classic Bay Tree—The Professors, Stu- 
dents. Buildings, Library, Laboratory,A‘- 
tendance, Finances—Other Points. 


Atuens, Ga,, March 1.—{Special Corres- 
pondence Constitution.]—Give a lie the reins 
and it will travel around the world ten times 
while the truth is putting its boots on. There 
was never a greater truth than this, and I am 
led into giving it utterance by remember- 
ing with what seeming avidity an ambitious 
young man last summer, who visited Athens 
during the college commencement, wrote a 
leading Georgia daily all about the ‘‘decay 
of the university.’’ The assertion was a gross 
outrage, and made upon no sqrt of reliable 
authority. I do not chargethe young man 
with any direct intention of injuring a Geor- 
gia institution, but he most certainly 
did so, as will be seen from the following ar- 
ray of facts gathered from ‘one in authoricy.”’ 
Before proceeding, however, it were best to 
state that the correspondence herein alluded 
to Was most sensational in its character, the 
sum and substance of its contents being that 
at that time the university had only eighty 
s‘udents; that the old time annual comménce- 
ment occasions that drew together the flow- 
ers of mental Georgia and which made

aspot devoutly to be wished for at such 
times; that the faculty was waning, the build- 
ings crumblifig and the whole university fast 
decaying. The echoes of that highly colored 
story were caught up by the state press 
and on they went carrying the dust of the 
university to every’ nook and corner. But 
such was not the case at all. The university 
was not even then decaying. The old time 
commencement interest might bave departed, 
but even then the university was one of the 
grandest and most successful in the state or 
south. 

Chaneellor Mell was absent when I paid my 
respects to old Franklin, buta gentleman con- 
nected with the institution kindly received 
me and gave me the array of facts which i 
herewith present, and with authority. 

“Will vou tell] me something about the 
State University,’’ I asked. 

“Certainly, sir; what is it you desire to 
know?” 

“DECAY OF THE UNIVERSITY.” 

“Well, first, tell me about the ‘decay of the 
university,’ as painted so graphically last 
summer by a Georgia correspondent in a 
leading daily paper.”’ 


‘‘T remember the letter well,’”’ said he, ‘‘and | 


a greater piece of humbuggery was never per- 
petrated upon the attention of a patient read 
ing public. In the first place, the young man 
has greatly injured us by not getting his in- 
formation about the decay of the university 
from some one who had facts to back the 
statement. It was probably natural for the 
correspondent to come here, and, not seeing 
the glitter and glare of former vears, not see- 
ing the fashion, perhaps, and the array of 
beautiful women that pleased his fancy or a 
brass band to tickle the tympanum of his sensi- 
tive ear, he sensationalized the situation and 
damaged us no small amount.’ 

“Was it true that there were only eighty 
students in attendance last summer?” 

“Not atall. There were then one hundred 
and fifty-five college student at Athens, not 
counting the preparatory schools which would 
increase the number to 1,500, The people 
do not seem to realize that the present state 
university does nut consist of tue vid Trauk- 
lin college alone. 

THE DAHLONEGA BRANCH, 

A few years ago the trustees organized a 
branch to the university at Dahlonega which 
has been remarkably successful. sesides 
Other branch colleges: 
one at Milledgeville, one at Cuthbert, and 
another at Thomasville, besides a medical 
college at Augusta. At Dahlonega the degree 
of B. A. is conferred, but at the other three 
branch colleges.no degrees are conferred, nor 
are they allowed to carry a student beyond 
the sophomore class.”’ 

“What is the total 
colleges, not counting the medical 
I asked. 

‘‘We have now 441 in the college classes and 
about 1,300 in all grades. Now, please under- 
stand that all these schools are under one 
control, under one chancellor. Dr. Mell is 
compelled to visit all the branches every year, 
and all degrees are conferred bv him.”’ 

‘That doesn’t look much like the univer- 
sity was decaying.” 

“Hardly. We were never in so prosperous 
a condition as now, and it isa source of con- 
gratulation to know it. Andeven at Athens, 
where the ‘decay’ was most apparent to the 
young man who wrote us up last summer, we 
are doing better than ever in the history of 
the institution, considering the fact that the 
branch colleges are so well attended.”’ 

“Wasn't the attendance during Dr. Lips- 
comb’s chancellorship larger than now?” 

“Only a small number larger. The roll 
shows 187 in the college classes under him, 
while we now have 155. Thirty-two students 
do not make a very startling difference. We 
are really doing better than ever, and the uni- 
versity never promised such magnificent re- 
sults.”’

THE FINANCES. 

‘How about your finances?”’ 

“We cannot complain. The endowment 
fund now amounts to a near approach to 
$500,000. Half a million is not owned by 
every college, and we ought to be satis- 
fied. The state owes the university $100,000, 
and pays annually in cash eight per cent in- 
terest on thisamount. This comes perpetu- 
ally. Then there is the $20,000 given by Dr. 
Terrell, besides other amounts. The land 
script, which goes to the university, amounts 
to $300,000.” 

‘“Whatis the general annual income?” 

“Generally we get about $47,000, and with 
close economy this is sufficient to meet all 
necessary expenses.”’ 

‘The tuition, I believe, is free at Athens 
and at the branch colieges?”’ 

FREE TUITION. 

“Yes, all tuition is free to any upright 
young man, and this is open to the world, 
the otter not being restricted to Georgja boys 
alone. I neglected to state that there are two 
colleges at Athens, a literary and scientific 
college and the state college of agricultural 
and mechanic arts. The first mentioned is 
the old Franklin college. Each, however, 
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Fach student pays five dollars towards kee 
ing up the library. It is now valued at $100,- 
000, and is one of the finest in the country, 
carefully selected and filled with nothing 
but standard works.”’ 

‘““We have also oneof the finest natural muse- 
umsin the country. It is elegantly constructed 
and equipped. The collection -of minerals, 
mostly from Georgia, is really magnificent 
and 1 doubt if as good a collection can be 
found anywhere at a college.”’ 

“Arethe buildings now in good condi- 
tion?” : 

“Yes, sir; all of them are in good repair. 
The campus contains twenty-seven acres In 
all, and on it all the buildings are construct 
ed. There are four large library and recita- 
tion buildings, the chapel, two fine society 
halls, two large dormitory buildings accom- 
modating one hundred students, and six resi- 
dences for professors.” 

THE BOARD QUESTION. 

‘‘How is the board question?” 

“That we have gotten down to twelve dol- 
lars per month, including room and food. 
The two dormitories, or *‘students’ homes,”’ 
are each given free toa lady, who is bound 
to furnish board and food entirely satisfactory 
to the chancellor. She has no right to charge 
room rent. We find the system works like a 
charm. We have it under control of two ex- 
cellent ladies, to whom we look for every- 
thing connected with the system. We have 
given especial attention to preventing stu- 
dents eating such food that 1s calculated to 
bring on dyspepsia. This is a point that 
ought to receive the attention of all colleges.” 

‘*How is the feeling between the university 
and Emory and other state colleges?” 

‘Nothing but the most pleasant every way. 
Chancellor Mell always has a good word for 
Emory. In fact, he is in favor of denomina- 
tional colleges, and so announced himself last 
vear before the legislature, on the ground that 
there is danger of infidel scientists getting into 
the chairs, which cannot occur in denomina- 
tional colleges, of course. The existence of 
such schools says ‘take care’ to all such possi- 


bilities and thus the glory of our institutions | 
The law authorizes Chancellor | 


is sustained. 
Mell to appear once every year, or session, be- 
fore the legislature.”’ 

POINTS. 

There are twelve professors at Athens, about 
forty at Milledgeville, Cuthbert and Thomas- 
ville, or over fifty in the university proper. 
Counting those in the medical college at 
Augusta and there are over sixty professors 
altogether, or more than three times that of 
any other college in the south. 

The endowment fund, libraries, laboratory, 
museum, buildings and everything make the 
value of the entire university nearly a million 
dollars, 

The city of Athens gave $25,000 as a special 
donation for a building forscientitic purposes. 
It is an elegant structure, four stories high, 
with basement. Inthe basement there is a 
steam engine and workshop. The first story 
is devoted to the work of the professor of 
chemistry; the second story to the professor 
of physics, and has all the laboratory and ap- 
paratus; the third story is used by the profes- 
sors of engineering. They have models, and 
illustrate everything in mining and civil en- 
gineering and architecture. The students are 
all required to draw. 

Dr. Mell is greatly loved by the students. 
There never was a more popular chancellor. 
He is a hard worker, and _ his love is wrapped 
up in the cause of education. His white 
head is reverenced wherever he goes. 

From the statements made in this letter it 
will be plainly seen that the decay of the 
university is alla myth, and originated from 
a disordered or certainly from a misinformed 
brain. Dr. Mell is desirous of impressing the 
fact that the university was never in such a 
prosperous condition as now. ©.

We are indebted to Mr. P. Wallace McKit- 
trick, a practical silk culturist and reeler, of 
Memphis, for an excellent pampblet relating 
to silk culturein the souta. Mr. McKittrick 
isan ardent advocate of the culture of raw 
silk in this country. He believes that nature 
has given the south that it 
should lead the world in the production of silk. 
He desires to save to the country the vastsum 
that goes elsewhere for raw silk; and he espec- 
ially urges the southern people‘to raise silk in 


such resources 


order to give employmentand fair compensa- 
tion to suffering women andcliildren. We im- 
port every year silks that contain the raw 
material to the of twelve millions 
dollars, and it is this sum that Mr. McKit- 
trick would have the south receive through a 
development of the silk industry. He is 
proprietor of the silk mills of 
Memphis, and he offers to all who will en- 
gage in the work a ready market. He will 
buy all the silk cocoons that are offered, pay- 
ing $2.50 a pound, and even 75 cents a 
pound for pierced cocoons, which were for- 
merly regarded as worthless. This is business. 
The author of the pamphlet lives in Memphis, 
where his mills are located, and he has no in- 
tention of abandoning either the south or the 
production of silk. 

The pamphlet before us is chiefly made up 
of instructions in practical silk culture. 
The care of the eggs and of the worms, the 
gathering of the cocoons, the silkworm food 
plant, and many other subjects pertaining to 
the business are practically treated in this 
little book, which can be had on application 
to its author. 

Mr. McKittrick shows that one person can 
attend to enough silkworms in six weeks to 
secure cocoons worth $500. The cocoons can 
be sold, as we have stated, or else the reeled 
silk can be sold at from $8.50 to $11 a pound 
of twelve ounces. The demand for raw silk 
and silk cocoons is constantly increasing, and 
no fear of a glutted market need be enter- 
tained. It is asubject that deserves the seri- 
ous attention of the new south, and the little 
pamphlet should serve toawaken an interest 
in an industry that once had a fine foothold

—Editors Coustitution: Your circular of 22d instant 
just rece ived. Allew me to preface, by the slute- 
met, that, however well the ‘‘all-cotton’’ plan may 
operate il other sections, itis emphatically, a most 
miserablefailure in this county, Ido not know a 
single man who habitually raises cotton to buy 
meat and corn with, that makes his tarm self-sus- 
taining, nor ado l know one of this class W ho is not 
more or less encumbered—some to the extent of a 
mortgage on their whole realty. Per contra, I have 
yet to See the farmer who sells a little meat, corn, 
wheat, oats, hay, etc,, annually, that is not out of 
debt, and has nota small balance set to his credit. 

Had your circular asked for the names of ‘‘exten- 
sive’ rather than *‘successful’’ farmers, my answer 
would have been quite ditferent from what follows. 
T. M. Hightower, C. H. Wood, D. M. Russell and 
James Young are among the most successful far- 
mers of my section. They raise their own supplies 
and make cotton a surplus crop. 

Since | have been fagming I have never bought a 
pound of meatora bushel of corn, or a pound of 
flour, but make a surplus of these articles every 
year, Which lsupply tomy “‘allcotton’’ neighborsat 
remunerative prices. My cotton crop is clear profit 
every year, and I hold it as long as I please; have 
the bulk of my last year’s cotton crop still on hand, 
and I believe all, or at least most of the gentlemen 
named above are similarly circumstanced; have no 
idea that one of them owesa dollar, orif he does, 
he can payon demand. We all raise clover, and 
most of us raise Our horsesand mules. 

My plan is this: Never run an account—pay as 
I go—have not bought on credit since I had a fami- 
ly. ITexchange sorghum (at fifty cents per gallon 
by the barrel) for sugar at %'4 to i0 cents, and for 
coffee at12', to 15 cents. Can make 200 gallons sor- 
ghum per acre, and find ready sale. I pay my 
store account with flour deposited with merchants 
always before the goods are bought; pay day labor- 
ers in meat, syrup, flour, corn orcash, as they prefer. 
They rarely call forcash. Sell more or iess clover 
hay every year, the receipts for which, supplement- 
ed by receipts for corn, butter, eggs, chickens, tur- 
keys, etc., supply nus with what little cash we need. 

Iclose by wishing you God-speed in the noble 
work of opening the eyes of the farmers of Geor- 
gia. Isay, without the fear of successful contra. 
diction, that what is true of individuals is true of 
neighborhoods, counties, states or nations, to-wit: 
the ‘‘allcotton’’ plan of farming carries in its wake 
nething but debt, misery, destruction.

EpITORS CONSTITUTION: Yours of the 22d, inquir- 
ing of four or five of the most successful farmers in 
Coweta, and if they were ‘‘all cotton planters.’’ A 
suecessful one never yet came under my observa- 
tion, and I personally know every farmer in the 
county. Neither caa one succeed if he raises alio- 
gether corn, grain, stock and fruits im our section. 
l have in an humble way advocated a diversity of 
crops and practice what [ preach.

“THE FARMERS WON'T LEARN,’’ 

LINCOLN, February 27.—Editors Constitution: I 
cheerfully comply with your request tofurnish you 
with four or five names of farmers who have made 
their calling a success in Jinecoln county. Your 
ideas on this subject are well proven by practice. 
If you ride by a man’s house here, and see a few 
bales of cotton lying about his gin house, or yard, 
you will be more than apt to find corn in his erib. 
The cotton man ean’t hold his cotton for better 
prices. And the more diversified his crop the safer 
the planter is froma thesherifs hammer. sMidale 
Georgia can produce a greater variety of crops than 
any oiher country in the world, and her pop- 
ulation take les advantage of it. Our conn- 
ty, particularly, is a great whest and oat produc 
ing country. Yet two-thirds cf her planters do not 
make enough for home consumption: and I will 
Venture to say if every man in this county made 
cnough oats to last him from year’s end to year’s 
end the ‘‘running me system’’ would stop. In fur- 
nishing you the names you request, I shall confine 
myself to my innmediate neighborhood; other farm- 
ers than those l name may be equally successful or 
more sv, but I take the first that come in my mind. 
Benjamin Ffortson has always raised corn, oats, 
Wheat and meat enough to do his family; owes 
nothing, hasmoney at interest, and buys his sup- 
plies for his hirelings for ea-h. His cotton crop will 
Himount to abeut five to seven bales to the horse: 
he isa good cotton farmer, but plants a small acre- 
age. Sauders Sims raises more grain than Mr. Fort- 
sunbandabout the same amountof cotton; buys 
land every two or three years, owes nothing, and is 
one of our substantial men. NeW. Stevenson makes 
more grain than any man I know; he makes it a 
specialty. He is not lucky in cotton culture and 
don’t like it. He plants a simall com crop 
and works it well, makes plenty of 
meat to do hin; uses green pea manure for his 
wheat crop, Which he puts in with a clod-crusher, 
or two-horse plow; has better agricultural iustru- 
meuts than any man in the county, and is general- 
ly considered the most enterprising man we- have. 
Hie is abovebourd and well tu do. 

Zachariah Wiliingham has a greater varie'y of 
crops than the above named men, and has a littie 
of everything to sell—imakes everything at home; 
has very little supplies to buy of wny kind, and can 
always pay cash. He makes fair cotton crops, how- 
ever, Which he can hold for twelve months, if he 
choses to do so. 

And, now, Messrs. Editors, though I can go on 
and name others as well todo as these, I eannot 
nume a single instance where the farmer does not 
raise the most of his suppliés at home. All 
of these men buy guano, and raise compost. It is 
the abuse, but not the use of cimennecta) fertilizers 
that hurt. Large crops of cotton:require large sup- 
plies of guano, and when the bacon, corn and fer- 
tilizers have to be paid for, the cotton can’t fill the 
bill. For this reason, together with the fact that 
some worthless fertilizers huve been on the market, 
there is a disposition to condemn the use of fertil- 
izers altogether—a very unjust conclusion in my 
opinion. 

In conclusion I will say, God speed you in im- 
pressing your views on the minds of our pee 
sufficiently to bring abouta practical result. Though 
line upon line and precept upon precept has already 
been written on this subject, but little goed has 
come of it. Even Franklin’s doctrine, that a fool 
learns only by experience, has been a fallacy among 
coiton planters.

THE CENTRAL OF GEORGIA, 
Savannah News, 

A very important bill for an injunction 
(being an amendment to the bill filed by 
Messrs. .W. W. Gordon et al. against the Cen- 
tral railroad and banking company on the 
7th instant, upon hich a temporary re- 
straining order was granted by Judge Tomp- 
kins in the matter of the proposed issuance of 
interest certificates on the earnings of the 
Ocean steamship company) was yesterday 
filed in the office of the clerk of the superior 
court. 

General E. E. Alexander, in his letter pub- 
lished in the Morning News of Thursday, 
SUVS: 

‘Chat instrument (the certificate of inter- 
est) has already been executed and turned 
over to the Central railroad. 1 scarcely think 
that any legal proceedings can compel the 
Central railroad company te destroy it.” 

This amended bill denies that any such in- 
strument or certificate ha’ been received by 
the Central railroad company, and proceeds 
to show the powers of the company in regard 
to Mie certificate if it had really come into 
their possession. The following are the essen- 
tial- points of the bill: 

Firat—The Central railroad and banking 
company are only permitted to issue $7,500,- 
000 of stock, all of which has been issued, 
and the law cannot be evaded by division of 
property in kind instead of issuing stock cer- 
tificates. 

Second—The Central railroad and banking 
company cannot issue either directly or in- 
directly any more certificates of indebtedness, 
because, by its charter, it is not allowed to 
owe at any time, by bill, bond, note, contract 
or otherwise, over $4,500,000, and that amount 
of indebtedness exists already. 

Third—Because by its charter the president 
and board of directors are only authorized to 
declare dividends which shall in no case ex- 
ceed the ammount of the net profits actually 
acquired by the corporation, so that the capi- 
tal stuck shall not be impaired. 

The bill further states that the capital stock 
of the Ocean steamship company is the sole 
and separate property of the Central railroad 
and banking comipany, and the stockholders 
of the southwestern railroad have no interest 
in said interest certificate.

THE DEMOCRATIC STAND. 


Senator Peudleten Declares for the Old Doctrine of 
American Predominance. 
New York World Correspondence. 

The democratic attitude in the present po- 
litical situation is of public interest, for the 
democratic party is in possession of one-half 
of the senate, of the 
house and a positive majority of the voters of 
the country. In the midst of republican con- 
fusion and factional strife, some democratic 
opinion should be refreshing and important. 
Mr. George H. Pendleton is cMRirman of the 
democratic caucus of the senate, is a promi- 
nent senator and speaks in some sense asa 
representative of democratic belief. Lie was 
waited on to-day and asked to give his views 
to the World of the present political situa- 
tion. He ordinarily declines to be interview- 
ed, but this time he consented. ‘‘Senator,”’ 
he was asked, ‘“‘what in your judgment are 
now the foremost political questions in this 
country?" 

‘T am otf course deeply interested in the 
subject of civil service reform or the science 
of administration. I hope for the passage of 
the bill lI had the honor to introduce in the 
senate, designed permanently to improve the 
administration ot our public affairs. I look 
upon this as an important home question, and 
I hope to see the democratic party come 
sguarely to its support. In my opinion very 
important home questions at this moment are 
foreign. Events have made uur foreign policy 
the subject of prime present interest and 
great relative magnitude.”’ 

To what event do you allude?’ 

‘In the tirst place to the broad general fact 
of the rapid and splendid growth of this coun- 
try, its significant continental position, its 
inimense resources, itS vast and increusing 
ponulation, its commercial necessities and 
anibitions, its political place among the na- 
tions, which make it the political duty and 
business need of this government, by a con- 
sistent, dignified and properly jealous na- 
tional demeanor, to assert itselfas second to 
no power on the globe, and as one with rights 
and duties superior to all others on the Ameri- 
can continent. The recent events that have 
elevated these great facts into present notice 
are the evidences of forgetfulness of them on 
the part of the state department of the United 
States.”’ 

“You criticise, thei, the current conduct of 
the state department?” 

“Yes; us I believe the democratic party 
generally and a large majority of the people 
of the United States do. It has been blun- 
dering when partly right; it is inconsistent 
and tickle when wrong, and it is as shrinking 
and spiritiess as might become a fourth-rate 
power.”

It had 
also a foreign policy when Captain Ingraham 
in an Austrian port,with his guns shotted and 
his men at their posts,demanded and received 
Martin Kosta, who had declared his intention 
to become an American citizen ana was there- 
fore entitled to the protection of this wther snd 
ment. You will remember that it was in the 
correspondence in reference to this case that 
an American secretary of state, resenting the 
pretensions of a European government, de- 
clared that the possessions of the louse of 
Hapsburg as co1pared with the protection of 
the otherwise helpless man’ were but a patch 
on the earth’s surface. And when the demo- 
cratic party Was last in power it had a foreign 
policy sucii that the Umited Siaies had 75 per 
cent. of the carrying trade to and from this 
country, While we now have about 17 per 
cent. the country will be compelled to re- 
adopt the democratic policy if it would main 
tain its position abroad or its prosperity at 
home.”’ 
‘What do you mean by a foreign policy?” 
“IT mean precisely and chiefly the three 
things I have justindicated. And their chro- 
nological order is the order of importance in 
which | would place them. First, the firm, 


sensitive, prompt protection of the rights of | 
naturalized citizens, equally with those of | 


citizens native-born everywhere. If as a re- 
public of 8,000,000 of people we went to war 
lor the maintenance of this republic, as a re- 
public of 50,000,000. it would be base to aban- 
don it. The government now seems to regard 
with less jealousy than did the government 
then the rights of its citizens. I mean 
in the second place the proper asser- 
tion of the rights of the Umited States 
on the American continent, or conti- 
nents, as they are sometimes called. This 
has been the democratic, the American doc- 
trine for halfa century and the vigor to an- 
nounce and adhere to it was never so mrch 
needed as now. I would not limit the appli- 
cation of the Monroe doctrine to the speci- 
fied line of circumstances which evoked it. 
I would affirm itin the wholeness of its spiriz 
and Americanism. I would apply the essence 
of the doctrine as then announced to the sit-

The following communication

myself about 3,766 persons, of whom 1,217 were 
white and 2.49colored. Of these last 507are regis-- 
teredas revaccinations, and the number is probably 
somewhat larger. So that of the eolored people, 
three-fourths were. vaccinated for the first time. 
Of the whites not more than one-half were cases of 
primary vaccination. 

The important inference from our observations is 
that vaccination of the masses should be u.ttempted 
at a season When the streets are practicable for wo- 
men and young children. Indved, it seems proba- 
ble that for very decided success in this work, a 
dozen different stations should be oecupied, so as 
to place the vaccinatio1 within the reach of these 
classes. 7 

If the school regulation on the subject of vacci- 
nation shall be rigorously enforced, there is good 
reason 10 hope that in a few years nearly the whole 
population above eight years of age will be pro- 
tected.

THE BIG INDUSTRY. 


THE NEW FULTON COTTON SPIN- 
NING COMPANY ’S MILL. 


Full Description of the Buildings About to be Occu- 

. Pied—The Spindles, Boilers «nd Engines—The 

Buildings for Operatives and the Mill’s 
Surroundings Already at Work. 


Out on a hillside just beyond Oakland 
cemetery, where twenty years ago two mighty 
armies were using their most strenuous exer- 
tions to teardown and devastate this country, 
there is, to-day, in course of erection and near 
a completion, an industry that will in a short 
time more than remedy all the evils these two 
armies did. 

THE BIG INDUSTRY. 
It is the Fulton cotton spinning company, 
more familiarly known, however, in Ailanta, 
as Elsas, May & Co.’s cotton tactory. Yester- 
day a Constitution reporter, while tramping 
around in the eastern pertion of the city, 
spied the new smoke-stack of the building, 
and soon found himself in one of the largest, 
most complete and handsome factories in the 
south. 
At the door he was met by Mr. King, the 
gentleman who has been superintending the 
work since the first spadefull of dirt was 
thrown up. After a postboard introduction, 
Mr. King invited the reporter to enter, and 
and this is what he saw and termed 

A LARGE STRUCTURE. 
The building as it now stands is 150x203 
feet and has acapacity of 7,000 spindles. The 
roof covers just one acre of ground, and at the 
same time is one of the most thoroughly con- 
structed buildings in the south. 
The building is two stories high and is ar- 
ranged with a view to security from accidents 
of all kinds. Inthe lower or basement floor 
is all the shafting, and the machinery on the 
floor above receives iis power from below. 
Besides being used for shafting, this basement 
Hoor will be utilized asa storage room, and 
some future day when the demands upon the 
factory are large enough the weaving depart- 
ment will be brought from above and placed 
on this floor. 

THE ENGINES AND BOILERS. 

Half way between these two floors are the 
engine and boiler rooms which are separate. 
The motive power is supplied by a Babcock 
& Wilcox water tube boiler of the latest 
style and most modern improvement. In 
its construction it isso arranged that there 
is no possibility of an accident. There are 
two ‘floors’? within. Upon one floor the fuel 
is ignited and after being thoroughly fired is 
transferred by a simple twist of the wrist toa 
second ‘‘floor’’ or grate where it is en- 
tirely consumed, and in its consumption all 
of the carbon disappears. 
Adjoining this room isa fine large Wheel- 
ock engine which works with safety and ease. 
It is a 150 horse-power and is a cut-off, non- 
conducting engine. The receiving and ex- 
haust pipe are-connected with the engine 
from below, and take up little or no room. 
The register of the steam is an unique 
affair. It is acombination of a clock,a steam 
guage anda counter, by which the number 
of revolutions made ina day, week, month 
or year can be easily ascertained. The drive 
wheel hasa thirty inch belt andis twenty 
feet in diameter. 
Just outside of this engine room, and within 
a few feet, is an immense water tower fifty 
feet high with a capacity for 20,000 gallons of 
Water. 

THE SECOND FLOOR. 
The floor upon which the machinery is lo- 
cated is 150x203 feet and is 17 feet high. -The 
roof is a truss roof with monitor lights, and 
there are 50,000 feet of glass in the one room. 
One large room on this floor is used for re- 
ceiving and mixing cotton. Next to this 
room is one occupied by the picker. They 
are both ornptied With automatic sprinklers 
eonnected with the water tank, and in one of 
them is a Babcock fire extinguisher, besides 
an abundance of hose. 
in the Jarge room are two sections of nine 
ecards with two railway heads. The two rail- 
way heads take in both sections of the cards. 
There are. twenty-two spinning frames and 
looms, eic., in abundance. 
Near thisimain building, which “will even- 
tually be made 105x06, are thirty-one neat, 
pretty one-story cottages fer the employes. 
Seven of them are intended for the bosses 
and twenty-six for the operatives. They are 
32x38 feet and have four and five rooms each. 
Every portion of the building is conhected 
with the water tank, and the automatic 
sprinklers are abundant. The building is 
lighted by electricity. 
Operators are now emplowed in the build- 
ing, but the full capacity of the factory will 
not be thsted until the first of April, when 
the Fulton Cotton Spinning company will 
begin converting the fieecy staple into cotton 
cloth.
